Erath county will this year pay 
to the farmers of that county 
$168,000 for th.* product of their 
dairy farms, say nothing of tip* 
increase and the hogs fed on the 
skimmed milk, that amount being 
paid to the farmers for butter fat 
alone in that county'. That is no 
inconsiderable sum, and merely 
shows what can be accomplished 
along that line. We are told that 
the number of mortgages filed in 
that county has been decreased 
from 6,000 last year to less than 
4,000 this year, or a decrease of 
one-third or 33V1* per cent. Some 
of the farmers of Comanche coun­ 
ty we are told are a little dis­ 
satisfied at the price being paid 
for butter fat, but they do not 
take into consideration that this 
is the time of year when grass is 
at its best, and as a result all the 
dairy cattle are at their best. 
Statistics taken from the dairy 
market show that the butter 
market is always at its lowest at 
this season, and as a matter of 
course the price of butter fat is 
msed 
on the butter market. 
With the return of the fall and 
winter months the good prices 
will return and our farmers are 
urged to prepare to get into the 
game with a number of Jersey 
cows, silos and a determination to 
see if we cannot reduce the 
mortgage record of Comanche 
county, even more so than 
has 
Erath.

cluding equipment. 
The total number of farms in 
Texas at the rate of the last cen­ 
sus was 117,770 having increased. 
65,580, or 19 per cent during the 
past decade. 
The value of 
ail'*' 
farm property in the state is $2,- 
218,645,000. 
The average Texas 
farm is valued at $5,211.

land owner. 
Every hill and mountain is 
plastered with patches and per­ 
haps they at*«* so steep that it is 


11ot safe to drive a single mult 
I saw them planting corn by hand 
using a hand punch and droppei 
combined. 
1 saw farms on top 
and sides of mountains its high 
and steep as our Hound mountain 
and some where near this on sotnt 
cliff you may see their home—;■ 
poor shanty—a mule, cow 
an« 
several children. Such as it seems 
to nit* from a car window is the 
life of the farmer through 
tin 
mountain country through which

passed—fully 
one 
thousand 
miles. 
When I see this, 
my

swells with pride and I

God that my lot was east in

Just as the housewife can insure 
a plentiful supply of both fruit 
and vegetables for the use of her 
family during the whole year, so 
the 
provident farmer who pro­ 
vides himself with a silo can be 
assured of an abundance of whole­ 
some, 
nutritious 
food 
for his 
stock in times of scarcity. 
The 
principle upon which the silo is 
the fact that decomposition and 
decay can only take place in any 
material through the agency of 
germ life, and in the presence of 
air. 
If this material is placed in 
an air-tight vessel, the germs it 
contains are killed, the air sur- 
roundinging the material 
with­ 
drawn and if no new germs are 
allowed to enter, the material w-ill 
remain in the same condition 
in 
which it was gathered for an in­ 
definite time, and will be just as 
.valuable as a feed as when fresh. 
The housewife accomplishes these 
desired results first hy heating the 


with such material as green corn, 
sorghum, kaffir, milo, 
or almost 
any green feed which is chonoed 1 
into lengths, varying from one 
half to three-quarters of an inch 
and packed firmly into the silo, j 
When first placed in the silo the! 
material undergoes quite a heat­ 
ing and some souring. This heat, 
however, expels the air that is 
held between the particles of ma­ 
terial, and at the same time goes 
so high that it kills all germ life. 
As in the meantime the material 
has packed down very closely, no 
new air or germs can enter; so 
the material soon cools off 
and 
remains unchanged for an indefi­ 
nite period. This first heating has 
done two things. 
It has gener­ 
ated a small amount of acetic acid, 
a substance that aids digestion 
and has also acted upon many of 
the food and rendered them easier 
of digestion when taken into the 
animal’s stomach. 
The result, 
then, is preserved green feed for 
stock for any time of the year and 
that green feed is 
even 
more 
digestible than when it was first 
cut. A silo can b«* built at a cost 
ot a little over a dollar per ton 
material and then hy sealing up capacity to two or three dollars, 
the can. This would not be prac­ 
tical with the large quantities of 
feed required for our stock.

< Mitside of the actual 
nutriments it contains is of espec­ 
ial value to the dairyman, because 
it enables him at all times to 
have green feed. 
It is of equal 
value to the beef feeder as it is 
well known that animals never 
take on flesh as rapidly and as 
cheaply as when supplied with a 
certain amount of green succu­ 
lent feed. 
Besides proving of 
value during winter, the Texas 
feeder will find ensilage of ines­ 
timable use in helping him tide 
over the hot, dry summers and 
falls. 
While almost any 
feed 
material, except those consisting 
of hollow stems, will make val­ 
uable ensilage, 
there is nothing 
quite so good and so valuable as 
corn and the grain sorghums. Or­ 
dinarily for each five bushels of 
com that a field will yield it will 
make a ton of ensilage. The corn 
from a thirty-bushel field would 
be worth, at fifty cents, 
fiteen 
dollars,while the ensilage from the 
same field would be worth twice 
as much. 
So, besides being 
a 
means of supplying food to stock, 
the silo is also a means of adding 
very materially to the value of 
the feed stuff, and also of utilizing 
the cornstalks that constitute 40 
per cent of the value of a corn­ 
field, and that are too often lost. 
Again, it costs less to save ensilage 
than to save the crop in 
any 
form. 
At the same time a man 
with a silo is independent of the 
weather. He can fill his silo while 
rain is pouring down. 
On tin- 
other hand, should there he dang 
er of losing his crop from 
dry 
weather, he can cut it and place 
it in the silo and so save it. Corn 
makes the best ensilage when cut 
at any time during its growth and 
will still make 
valuable 
feed. 
I he farm ers of Texas therefore 
cannot afford to further neglect 
this m eans of a d d in g to the value 
of their f<*ed crops.
